Her emotionally-spent 
mother, Mrs. Roy Shoulders 
cried out, while leaning over 
her daughter's bronze casket,

fer no more. It’s all over,” 

As she was being helped 
back to her seat, she thanked 
God for calling her daughter 
home. She had no bitter 
tears; only tears of joy. 

The popular jazz singer 
was a victim of drug abuse.

Federal authorities had 
more to tell Columbus: police 
than the fact that ‘‘Butler” 
was an alias. 

Detectives learned there 
were warrants on file in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma charging 
Bernard with first-degree 
murder and armed robbery. 

Police said they only had 
sketchy details but they were 
informed by Tulsa police that- 
Bernard was accused of 
killing a grocer in a stickup 
about two and one-half mon- 
ths ago. 


It is believed that Bernard 
will still stand trial here on 
the murder filed in connec- 
tion with Moon's death. 

Moon was shot in the head 
Jan, 14 about 10 minutes af- 
ter he had sold Bernard * 
several bags of heroin, police 
said - x: 

The drug transaction was 
made in a car parked in front 
of the food bar, according to 
police. 

One of three men in the car 
with Bernard testified he saw 
the suspect confront Moon 
behind the Food Bar. Moon 
reportedly placed several 
items including some cash 
on the ground. Then, the wit- 
ness said he heard what 
sounded like a “cap pistol” 
shot. 

Moon died about 12 hours 
later in Grant Hospital.

Church officers, Elders and 
Ushers, endowed with their 

leader's rigid policy of ‘con: 
ducting services in a busi- 
ness-like manner, quietly 
began the solemn but im: 
pressive rites promptly at 10 
am. With Elder Paul A. 
Bowers of Cincinnati, Gen- 
-Sral.Secretary ot thePante- 
costal Assemblies of the 
World of which the deceased 
had served as Bishop, pre- 
siding. he opened the service 
by reading verses, from. the 23

time,”

ted 

The NAACP is not com- 
pletely satisfied with the con- 
struction trades in their 
dealing with Blacks, but it is 
the industrial unions that are 
now the prime target for civil 
rights litigation, Wilkins said 

He went-on-to say that on 
the whole, Blacks are vir- 
tually excluded from all biue 
collar jobs in thé $8.000 to 
$20,000 bracket. 

Bringing the issue closer to 
home, Wilkins charged that 
the Timken Roller Bearing is 
a company which continues 


to defy the law 'There are 
still separate lines of 
progression for whites and 
blacks.” he said, “whereby 


Blacks are confined and 
denied upward mobility in 
blue collar jobs.” 

Touching on the problem 
of housing, the veteran civil 
rights leader Said that where 
the people live is a primary 
concern of tHe NAACP inthe 
‘70'S, since 75 per cent of all 
Americans live in urban 
areas, and the greater portion 
are blacks. "The NAACP," he 
asserted, ‘is interested in 
their welfare.”

Lovisana Shootout Possible 
‘Plot’ Muslim Minister Says

Minister Wali Muhammad

St.. sald the blacks involved 
in the recent shootout with 
police in Baton Rouge, La., 
may have been part of a plot 
to overthrow the Honorable 
Elijah “Muhammad and his 
program 

“Many of our people took it 
to be Messenger Muhammad 
going out'to attack the devil, 
however they were not 
followers of the Lamb,” he 
said, using one.of the.terms 
of adoration by which the 
Muslims refer to their leader. 

Elijah Muhammad, 74, is 
hailed in the Nation of Islam 
as the last messenger from 
God, the solution to Earth's 
problems and the power to 
restore the black man to his 
rightful position as ruler of 
the planet having been given 
to him by Allah, which is the 
proper name for God. 5 

“All blacks are Muslims by 
nature. Whites adopted us 
into. their_religion little more 
than a. hundred years-ago,” 
the Columbus Minister said. 

“In order to be free and! in- 
dependent we must give up 
the slavemaster's. religion, his 
name and his way of life. We 
don't take dope, drink, pimp 
and prostitute by nature, we 
must give up the ways of the 
white man because all those 
who have the mark of the 
beast suffer the destruction 
of the beast,” he said.

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LEGISLATURE BLAMED 


For Lack Of Black History 
Studies In Ohio Schools 


COLUMBUS -- Amend the 
Statute to include history of 
Black Americans in 
curriculum of Ohio schools. 
or repeal the mandatory 
requirements that American 
and Ohio history be taught in 
elementary and secondary 
schools, the Ohio State Con- 
ference of Youth Councils of 
the NAACP, stated Saturday 
in petitions to the Ohio 
Legislature 

Tne action, believed to 
have been unprecedented in 
Ohio, was taken during a 
statewide meeting of the 
NAACP Youth Councils at 
the state, headquarters Satur- 
day. The topic of the meeting 
was "Will flying the Black 
Flag produce quality 
education_tor black student 
in Ohio schools!" 

However, the Executive 
Committee took no position 
on the black flag question, 
but issued a statement 
blaming the Ohio General 
Assembly for the failure to 
recognize history of Black 
Americans in Ohio schools 

The committee said State 
Law, enacted by the General 
Assembly: has provided that 
boards of education of 
county, exempted village and 
city school districts “shall 
prescribe-a graded course of 
study for all schools under 
their control subject to the 
approval of the State Board 


of Education. The same 
Statute, Revised Code Sec- 
tion 3313;60, provides that 
in such graded courses of 
Study there shall be included 
the study of the following 
subjects: (B), the history of 
the United States and of Ohio 
and national, state and local 
government in the United 
States.” 

The statement went on to 
say that “Every since 1954, 
local boards of education 
and the Ohio State Board of 
Education has a reasonable 
length of time to adequately 
represent the contributions of 
black American in curricula 

“Black people, like other 
races of people, are human 
beings. We look to our 
history with pride, dignity, 
and self-identity. We know 
that contrary to the alleged 
insinuation of the Revised 


"Code, the State Board of 


Education, and all local 
boards of education. that 
black men and women have 
made outstanding con- 
tributions. and accomplish- 
ments to the American 
culture.” 

“The history of Black 
Americans,” the group 
charged,-“is regarded by the 
State Board of Education as 
a subject that must be dic- 
tated by the local boards of 
education. The local boards 
leave the decision of Black 


history to the superintendent 
of schools. 

The superintendent passes 
the buck to the. respective 
principals. The principais 
leaves the final decision to 
the teacher,” the statement 
concluded 

Earlier during the con- 
ference, the more than 50 
youths: heard Mrs. Eva Baill, 
member of the Columbus 
Branch Education: Commit- 
tee, charge that the public 
school systems. of America 
“create in the minds of black 
students a damaged image, 
the distorted image of the 
world, and their role in the 
future.” 

“Now is the time for the 
school _systems.across™ the 
nation to understand. its 
weaknesses and establish a 
system for educating black 
students. Our schools need 
to create a willingness to 
change trom ineffective 
programs to more effective 
ones. Our school system 
need to start implementing 
proposals and not fact- 
finding committees,” she 
said 

Another speaker, Leroy 
Almond, Columbus Youth Ad- 
visor, elaborated on the 
meaning of the Black Flag 
and described its three basic 
colors, Red, Black and

Big 10 Commissioner Wayne Duke suspended two 
University of Minnesota basketball players (Corky Taylor and 
Ron Behagen) for the remainder of the season for their part 
in-thefight with Onio State players last Tuesday in Min- 
nesota. The Commissioner made his decision after reviewing 


films of the game and talking to.officials and players of.both 
schools 


Ohio State had a 50-44 lead with only 36 seconds 
remaining in the game when a Gopher (Clyde Turner) clob- 
bered the Buckeyes’ Luke Witte, who was going for a lay-up 
shot. One of the officials immediately called a foul and ejec- 
ted Turner trom the -ganie 

All appeared to be well at this point until Corky Taylor 
leaned down to help Witte from the floor. This also appeared 
to be a friendly gesture to most television viewers until 
Taylor kneed Witte. 


This move by Taylor set off a series of events. When 
Dave Merchant stepped forward to challenge Taylor, two 
other Gophers attacked Merchant and he retreated at full 
speed in thé opposite direction. From out of nowhere came 
another Gopher (Ron Behagen) who started stomping Witte. 


The. Minnesota players received some help from the 
fans as they continued to battle the Buckeyes. When order 
was finally restored, the following Buckeyes had been in- 
jured; Witte. Mark Minor and Mark Wagar. No injury was 
reported from the Minnesota bench. 


This was the story of the Ohio State-Minnesota game 
which we were able to put together, after only seeing the 
final play before the officials Stopped the fiasco. The replay 
in slow motion might have revealed more about those last 
few seconds. 3 


During the past few days we talked with black and‘ 
white fans about this game. The list included a cross-section 
of people from professionals to housewives, bowlers, church 
members and barbershop experts. 

lt-was-a consensus of opinion among the black fans 
that Carky Taylor and Ron Behagen were wrong in their per- 
sonal attack on Witte. “There are too many ways you can 
even the count with a rough oppdnent without being caught 
by the officials,” one former basketball player said. 

Some fans thought Taylor was justified in retaliating, if 
Witte spit at or on him. Most fans considered the kicking in- 
cident uncalled for, even if Witte had spit in his eye. Still 
other fans believed Witte must have done something to 
provoke the players to take their wrath out on him. 

One bowler said, “The players are tired of Witte 
throwing elbows and falling over them under the disguise 
that he is a little awkward.” Everybody was in agreement that 
Behagen shouldn't have jumped up and down on Witte’s 
head and shoulder while he was on the floor. 

“Should the Minnesota players be punished,” we asked? 
All but one-person said. “Yes.” 

“Why should the Minnesota players be punished,” a 
postal worker said. ‘Steve Howell (former Ohio State basket- 
ball-player)-wasn't-punished-a-few- years ago when he 
knocked s black player up in the stands. The players who 
fought in the national televised game between Marquette 
and South Carolina weren't punished," he added. 

“Commissioner Wayne Duke suspended Taylor and 
Behagen for the rest of the season. Was the penalty too 
severe or too lenient"? 

Most fans thought the penalty was just. However, 
there were a few who thought the penalty was too stiff. A two 
game suspension would have been sufficient they stated 
They also reminded us that Spencer Haywood hit an official 
“and he was only suspended for a few games.

Saturday Review ... There is no doubt the black 
athlete on the football gridiron has come a long way 
since the early days of the great outdoor sport. Today 
the high schools, colleges and professional football 
teams have a large number of black football players 


on their squads. 


On. the other hand. some 
black athletes had to start 
this movement. During the 
early,days of football it was 
rare to see more than two 
black athletes on scholastic, 
college or. pro teams. It was 
really a novelty and 
sometimes the black_athlete 
was called many names, but 
he kept his “cool” and some 
were selected as All- 
Americans. Let's go back in 
the early college days of foot- 
ball. 

There was a time when 
American Indians were a 
symbol of power, speed and 
skill on the football field, 
however, there came another 
race that reared its sons to 
rise to the top pedestal in the 
great game of football. 

They were the black foot- 
ball players. 

Although there were a 
small number on the gridiron 
they yet merged into great- 
ness.on the football field. 

There presence could not 
be denied, even against 
terrific opposition provided 
by the large-number of whites 
who played for election to 
the Hall of Fame. 

In an article written by Gor- 
don Mackay who was a 
champion, of the American 
black in their struggle for 
recognition in football, we 
learned of Duke Slater of 
lowa, who even today is con- 
sidered one of the greatest 
<ackles in the history of 
college football. He was 
rated the top tackle in the 
West and was selected All- 
Western tackle for three 
straight years. 

| can't recall when a 
college football player was 
selected as All College 
player for three straight 
years, at any time. 

The only team Slater didn't 
make was Walter Camp's All- 
American, and in. those early 
days his All-Americans was 
considered a group of 
players who were top perfor- 
mers in their respective 
positions. The western foot- 
ball writers were angry that 
Slater didn't make Walter 
Camp's All-American team. 

Harold (Red) Grange of 
Iilinois, one of. the great 
backs in the twenties, con- 
sidered Slater one of the 
greatest tackles he had ever 
had to face. 

This leads us to the first 
great black player in college. 
it was in the 1888-1891 era of 
college football. The black 
great star was William M. 
Lewis ofHaryard University. 
He was known to football as 
Billy. 

Lewis played in the days 
when head guards were not 
part of the uniform. The 
college players let their hair 
grow long to protect their 
bean. 

Lewis was a stout-neck, 

yellow-skinned Negro and 
was éasily identified in those 
days by his curly hair. He was 
a fierce competitor and 
played center. 
He played first for Amherst, 
but later transferred to Har- 
vard and became a legend. 
Even today, he is considered 
the best center ever at Har- 
vard.|He was. the first center 
to play out of the line and 
roved over the gridiron 
making herd tackles of the 
backs. 

Lewis was the first black 
All-American and tater in his 

career was named line 
coach at Harvard. 

In the 1900’s Dartmouth 
came atong with another 
great black lineman. He was 
Matt Bullock and he won All- 
american fame, the second 
of his race to gain national 
distinction and fame. Bullock 
was very tall, 6-4 and 


. 


weighed. around 220 pounds - 
a very large man those days. 

Next came Paul Robeson 
who was the third black to 
make the All-American team. 
He was an incredible end and 
pass receiver, and was 4 
deadly tackler down field on 
punts. 

Robeson was a giant of a 
man and very fast. 

‘After deserting the campus 
of Rutgers, Robeson 
developed into a great con- 
cert singer and actor 
renowned in Europe as well 
as the United States. 
~The next black to make 
Walter Camp’s All-American 
team was the Brown Univer- 
sity all-time Tunning, back, 
Fritz Pollard, who passed and 
did the team’s punting: 

He was blessed with great 
speed and was one of the 
most elusive -backs of all 
time.. He was hard to tackle 
in an open field and could 
waltz down the sidelines 
dodging, changing pace, and 
leaving would be tacklers in 
his wake. 

Walter Camp heard so 
much about Pollard he 
decided to watch him play 
against Harvard and Yale. He 
was impressed and called 
Pollard the greatest running 
back he had ever seen on & 
football fi¢id. 

Early in the twenties 
another great black ‘football 
player was one of the first 
blacks to play quarterback in 
college. -Charles West, 
coached Howard University’s 
great football team after 
graduation from Washington 
and Jefferson College. 

West led the team to an un- 
defeated season and held the 
great California Golden 
Bears to a scoreless tie in the 
Rose Bowl Classic. 

Times have changed. Don't 
forget though the men who 
paved the way were under 
difficult conditions.

This information was revealed to a group of 
Negro leaders, in Washington; last Monday. The 
meeting was called by Robert Brown, a member of 
President Nixon's White House staff. 

In addition of the record amount. to be spent in 
fiscal 1972, if Congress accepts the Nixon budget, the 
allocations for minority programs as projected for 
1973, would go over two and half billion dollars. 

In-addition ‘to Federal activities regarding the 
Protection of such rights as voting, public accom- 
modations, fair housing, and equal employment oppor- 
tunity in the public and private sectors, there are in- 
cluded in the budget, funds for Federal programs 
specifically related to the provision of equality of other 
opportunities to certain identifiable minority groups. 

The latter programs include activities in 
desegregation assistance, civil rights research’ and in- 
formation dissemination, and the conciliation and 
prevention of racial disputes. 

Total outlays in the Federal civil rights sector, 
have risen from $911-million-in-1969, to $2.6 billion in 
1973.

Safety of Nursing Homes now 
becomes a target of criticism. Already 23 
Nursing Homes in Ohio have been decer- 
tified, because of safety factors. The 
Green Nursing Home was supposed to 
be in compliance with State Standards,

that the persons running a nursing home 
in compliance with State Standards 
were, in this case, not worth a damn.

So_that_this Nursing Home could 
have been declared not safe because it 
did not comply with State Standards and 
80 that the elderly patients could have 
been moved to the City Hall Basement 
alive instead of being moved there five 
hours later, dead. 

Nursing Homes are essential in this 
grea and probably in any other area for 
that matter. Only those persons who 
have elderly members of their family-in 
need of only nursing care can realize 
this. 

Closing down 23 Nursing Homes is ob- 
viously not the answer, but rather 
providing. the necessary funds to bring 
these Nursing.Homes up to standard is 
the answer.

saddened by the tragic death of nine 
elderly patients at the Green Nursing 
Home in Lincoin Heights during a fire at 
about 2:30 a.m. last Wednesday. 

tincotn Heights is a predominantly 
black village located in the Mill Creek 
Valley area north of Cincinnati. 

The death of the nine women was 
described by Lincoln Heights Mayor 
James Lowry as the worst tragedy in the 
History of the city. The incident has 
Projected the small Village of some 7,000 
residents into national concern, Govern- . 
ment officials, including U.S. Senator 
Robert Taft, Jr., U.S. Congressman 
William J. Keating, and President Nixon's 
assistant Arthur Fleming have viewed the 
scene of the tragedy. : 

Investigations have been conducted by 
the State Fire Officiats. ’ 

The end results of this has been that 
the blame for the fire has been ultimately 
placed on the maintenance man. But not

The cause of fire and subsequent 
deaths of the worhen read officially-as an 
“inoperative high heat limit (furnace) 
control switch,” that could not be 
repaired the night before.

The investigation report goes on to say_ 
thal the repairman worked until 12:30 
a.m. that Tuesday night before the 
tragedy, but needed a switch to repair 
the job properly. He is reported to have 
told the Nursing Home officials that he 
had not completed the job and that the 
furnace needed to be watched. 

Well, the story goes that the furnace 
overheated because it was on manual 
control rather than automatic. There are 
some complaints that the Lincoin 
‘Heights Fire Department was late in 
responding.

Death Penalty Reconsidered 


On the very day that the Supreme 
Court heard arguments in a Seen th 
might finally end state-sanctioned killing 
in the United States, the highest court in 


New Jessey ruled that state’: capital. 


punishment law unconstitutional. 
So the long, arduous battle to end the 
ih penalty is coming to a head, The 
New Jersey action now brings the num- 
ber of states retaining the supreme 
penalty to 37. Polls show that half the 
people would like to end the death 
penalty. Past and present state gover- 
nors have been outspoken in their desire 
to do away with it, but in an atmosphere 
laden with the fear of crime, it will take 
Supreme Court action. 

The Court‘has ruled on capital punish- 
ment cases] before, and has chipped 
away at some-of the legal procedures 
leading to its imposition. But now it is 
being asked to rule that the penalty is 
unconstitutional because the Eighth 
Amendment forbids “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 

The arguments against the death 
penalty have become familiar. It does not 
deter people from committing murder = 
the states with the highest murder rates 
all have the death penalty for the crime. 
It is a measure that unfairly discriminates 
against blacks, minority groups, and the’ 
poor, Half of the nearly 700 prisoners in 
Death Row cells are black aiid many 
others are Mexican-Americans and or 
Puerto Ricans, Nearly all are poor 
people, although the crimes attributed to 
them are also committed by the well-off. 

In-some states death is the penalty for 
crimes punished by imprisonment 
elsewhere. Rape is a prime example of a 
crime that many Southern states punish 
with death. Here too, the punishment is a 
vestige of practices of racial control. 
Only blacks have been sentenced to 
death for rape; white offenders get jail 
terms. 


Given ‘the dubious reasoning behind 
the death sentence, and the 
discriminatory manner in, which it has 
been applied, there should be no 
question that it must be abolished. But

Developing Desire 


At which point should black youth. 
begin to engage in independent thought 
about their future and the best road to 
travel to insure arriving at predetermined 
goals? Many people have spoken on the 
question of quality in the public school 
systems. Many of their conclusions relate 
to the need to increase the quality and 
caliber of the educational systems. Since 
formal education is basically directed 
reading, recitation and digestion of in- 
structional information with periodic 
evaluation through the grading system, 
the rate of retention is in direct propor- 
tion to, the desire of the student to learn’ 
in most instances. The ability to learn is 
a given quantity at birth but the desire to 
jearn-is not-adequately nurtured in the 
minds of our youth. - 

The next question is who has the basic 
responsibility to develop the product 
called desire in the minds and hearts of 
black youth, The usual automatic 
response is the parent because he 
should have the greatest interest in the 
realized potential of his own offspring 
and besides he stands to gain indirectly 
from the material successes of his 
Children. A strong secondary respon- 
sibility lies with the school system and 
the municipality in which it is situated 
because each derives direct benefits 
from the caliber and quality of 
achievement after the youths grow into 
the tax paying status. of responsibility. 
Since we do have a black and white

There comes a time in the life of a 


civilized nation when 4, aces the relics © 


of the past and discards them because 
they offend new, higher standards of 
behavior. Such is the present case of the 
death penalty. The times when 
Americans could accept slavery, 
flogging, public hangings, and other 
cruelties are ended. What was once ac- 
ceptable official behavior is no longer 
tolerable. 

Death was 8 penatty that was once a 
part of the times and of the thinking of 
the majority of people. That is no longer 
true today. It is now recognized that the 
taking of a life -- no_matter how 
degraded and offensive the individual, 
no matter how repulsive the crime — is a 
matter beyond the responsibility of a 
state or judicial bureaucracy. 

Britain, Canada, and some other 
nations have recognized this and have 
ended the death penalty. The state 
should not kill. The state should not take 
lives. It should protect its citizens, im- 
prison or otherwise isolate criminals, but 
it should not have’ its hand on the switch 
that takes a human lite. 

Ending the death penalty is but one 
way in which the country can make a 
Start in erecting a new respect for life, a 
respect for. the. sanctity’ and_ 
preciousness of human existence that 
could then be reflected in other areas of 
our lives. 

So. the Supreme-Court,.in deliberating 
this issue, will be taking into account a 
newer, higher standard of morality than 
that which prevailed in the past, when 
life was held cheaper and inequities 
were more easily tolerated, 

\f the death penalty had been applied 
more uniformly in the past, rather.than 
restricted to the poor, the public outcry 
would have led to its end long ago. But 
because society's outsiders are its only 
victims, capital punishment has survived. 
It exists because it is unequal, and 
hopefully it will be struck down because 
it is unequal, unjust, and immoral. 


reduces the effect and the impact of nor- 
mat institutional responsibility. 

The net result is that the respon- 
sibilities of parents in this regard looms, 
larger and larger. If the black parent is 
unable to rise to meet the added respon-’ 
sibility to his own child then the child 
will usually suffer by not achieving levels 
of development under normal conditions. 
In order for this not to happen other 
things may occur to compensate for 
parental and or institutional efforts to 
motivate school age children. Friends, 
relatives or other adults may come into 
contact with the child or even the church 
may influence in a way meaningful in in- 
creasing the desire for strong self 
development. 

If none Of these things occur we come 
back full cycle to the original question 
posed. When should black youth begin 
to independently consider their own 
potential. and their own future? What 
should they do about it? 


In order to give some probable an- 
swers to the above questions it is first 
necessary to consider the condition of 
the times. Without question we now ac- 
cept the fact that communications have 
reached a high level of efficiency in that 
new instant information is now available 
throughout normal media coverage to 
every one of both high and low station, 
Available information is only conditioned 
by habits of usage by individuals young 
and old. Children and youths are ex- 
posed to more information than ever 
before and they are aware of the prac- 
tical facts of life in a way unimagined by 
previous generations. Therefore the con- 
dition of the times indicates that the 
inquisitive or inquiring mind can develop 
at an early. age to the point where sound 
thinking regarding direction and 
possible accomplishment can be 
cultivated in any child or by any child at 
the onset of the early teens. 


The total gist of what has been said is 
that the seeds for self motivation and ex- 
panded desire should be planted such 
that by the early teens a youth should 
have the capability to move forward and 
upward by his own impetus which should 
have greater thrust as a result of his 
awareness of why he-stands on a par- 
ticular threshold tar beneath.a desired- 
goal. Black youth in greater numbers 
must begin to seriously consider at an 
earlier age what lies ahead into 
adulthood and begin preparing then for 
their own economic security. The name 
of the game is achievement, dojlars and 
sense or let's just say Security 
(Capitalized). 


Our word “candidate” is from the Latin

Schools And Black Studies 


The concern about Black Studies is 
always evident among parents and 
students especially during Black History 
Week. We are also able to make some 
assessment about-the progress, or tack 
of it, of black studies programs in the 
local public schools. With the exception 
of a few local public schools, on the 
whole, there has been an abundance of 
research. into black studies programs, 
but a very poor record of effective im- 
plementation of any kind of significant 
black studies programs in the public 
school. 

Where there seem to be progress, 
upon close examination, the black 
studies program is carried on either by 
the teacher who is especially committed 
to such a program which is tolerated by 
the school to keep things “cool.” 

Most schools which are consciously 


and sincerely attempting to establish a- 


black studies or cultural program, do not 
have effective leadership coming from 
the school administration: they are left 
out on their own to develop their own 
local school program in black studies. 

The public schoo! administration has 
submitted a list of books about black 
history and studies, but they have not 
designed a relevant program of black 
history_and studies for the entire school 
system. Each school is left on its own to 
struggle through in developing 4 black 
studs, gira This sort of situation is 
ridiculous." 

Imagine what would happen to the 
school system if every local school were 
told ito design its own program in the 
social studies and natural and physical 
sciences. As it now exists, each school- 
parents, students and teachers - is trying 
to design its own program in Black 
studies. Students, teachers and parents 
are desperately calling for help and con- 
sultation from persons and organizations

in ‘the community; they receive very little 
help. from the Columbus school ad- 
ministration. 

What: is very clear is that the school 
administration does not have a Black 
Studies department. It definitely should! 
There are no expertise or staff available 
to design a black studies program for the 
public schools. 

We need a Black Studies department 
in the public school system just as well 
aS we need them in our institutions of 
higher learning: There needs to be full- 
time staff made up of experts in the field 
Of black studies, particularly on the ad- 
ministrative level. They could develop 
training and study programs for many of 
the teachers so that they will be 
knowledgeable about the black ex- 
perience. 

Of course, what is most important is 
that black youth need to know of their 
own black experience in this world. The 
main motif of American history is the 
black and white issue. Black Studies at- 
tempts to focus on that experience. 
drawing from ancient and contemporary 
experiences of the black man in order to 
understand the present and future 
struggles for liberation of black people 
all-over the world, If a black child does 
not get this kind of education, then-he Is 
tragically uneducated and whites will 
continually be duped, ignorant and 
racist. 

The little efforts that individual 
teachers and schools are making is to be 
encouraged, But unless the administra- 
tion of our public school system 
establishes a Black Studies program and 
provides expertise faculty and staff, the 
black studies program will just be a 
token effort-to keep things cool or at 
best something to be tolerated ‘just 
enough to avoid anymore crises or racial 
lines.

You should bring along 
your husband's social security card or 
some record of his number, some record 
of his earnings during the past year 
(such as a W.2 form), the death cer- 
tificate for your husband, your marriage 
certificate, your own birth certificate, and 
the birth certificate of each of your 
children,

security retirement-check doesnot 
arrive on the 3rd of the month as it 
usually doses, what should | do? 

Answer: Walt a few-more days, The 
mail could be tate. If you haven't 
received the check by then, call the 
nearest social security office, The num- 
ber in Cleveland is 251-8400. 

Question: | have been married for 14 
years and have never changed my name 
on my social security record. My social 
security number ie still under my maiden 
name. Since | have worked on and off in 
the last few years, will | loee credit for 
this work? 

Answer: No, but your employer has 
probably been asked about the different 
name on his employee earnings report. 
To make sure you get the proper work 
credit, call or visit any social security of- 
fice to change your name on social 
security record. You will be issued a 
social security card with the same num- 
ber you have now, but with your married 
name on the card.
